The boys were assigned leaders 
then proceeded to set up govern- 
ments for their cities, counties 
and the state, preparing ‘constitu- 
tions, establishing full sets of of- 
ficials, and various civic and 
county groups, such ag police and 
fire departments. 

EUGENE WAS CANDIDATE 

Eugene was a candidate for the 
office of County Superintendent 
of Schools, but lost the election by 
10 votes, with more than 90 votes 
being cast for that office. Her- 
man was appointed “Fire Chief” 
for the City of Freemont. 

They explained that the two- 
party system of politics was rec- 
ognized, namely Whigs and Fed- 
eralists, with Eugene as a mem- 
ber of the former and Herman the 
later, With a twinkle in his eye

en to the state capitol where they 
held the inauguration of their 
governor and state officials; and 
their state assembly went into 
session.
